Park Is said to nave told Justice Department prosecutors that 
senators got.only a small fraction "of the 1750,000 he gave to. 
about two dozen past and present members o( Congress. 

He described those payments as campaign contributions or 
— compensation-for- hel p-Jn -Qorwmin&Ab9-^w\ness-fleali-tia — 
transacted as a Washington-based rice merchant in the 1970s. 
He denletf charges the money was distributed as part of a 
Korean government-backed bribery scheme. ' 

In the House, sources said the International relations 
subcommittee, also probing Korean lobbying practices, has 
obtained previously classified U.S. Intelligence documents 
showing Park began helping Korea 's Central Intelligence 
Agency ubuut'to yearsogo.
